For some months past. there has 
been persistent rumors that the Pro- 
hibitory Liquor Act, presented to 
the government yesterday under the 
act to provide for the, initiation or 
approval of legislature by the elect- 
ors, otherwise known as the Direct 
Legislation Act, would be ignored by 
the government owing to a supposeu 
jloop-hole in the Direct Legislation 
Act which 
wet shall be considered by the. legis- 
lative assembly which provides — for 
any grant or charge upon the public 
revenue.”’ 

The proposed Prohibitory Liquor 
Aet thas been construed by some as 


being)a distinct charge upon the pub- 


lic revenue. In the first place, it has 
beeh contended, the administration of 
the act would be a somwhat serious 
item of expenditure, and in the sec- 
ond place the approval of the act 
by the electors would make a big 
hole in the revenue of the province. 
Opponents of prohibition, therefore,
